ELIMINATING CWA PROGRAM 
I 
The annou ncement that the CWA program 
(mu st be cu rtailed immed iately and finally d is­ 
continu ed altogether by May 1 is v iewed with 
; alarm by bu siness men, pu blic lead ers and civ il 
officials. 
| 
Desirable as it wou ld be to terminate the hu ge 
ex pend itu res that are necessary to carry on the 
CWA work and thu s reliev e the great strain on 
the fed eral treasu ry , it is v ery obv iou s that d is­ 
continu ance of the project in so short a time 
wou ld cau se a relapse in bu siness cond itions that 
wou ld be ind eed seriou s. 
Bu siness has ju st begu n to feel the real stim u ­ 
lant that has been brou ght abou t by the pou ring 
ou t of the v ast amou nt of fed eral fu nd s throu gh 
the CWA projects and to take away that su pport 
now when there is no likelihood of the gov ern­ 
ment workers find ing priv ate employ ment to re­ 
place their income, wou ld constitu te a setback to 
bu siness gains that might prov e a fatal blow. 
A relapse to the sick patient is far more seriou s 
in most instances than the original ailment and 
there is ev ery reason to believ e the same wou ld 
be tru e of bu siness. To cu t off the artificial su p­ 
port that is being created throu gh the CWA 
wou ld cau se a reaction that wou ld be both real 
and psy chological. 
Hope and enthu siasm that 
is being kind led anew wou ld be qu enched . Bu si­ 
ness concerns which were tottering on the ed ge 
of failu re wou ld be finally and d efinitely pu shed 
into bankru ptcy . 
Neither can the majority of state and local 
treasu ries stand to hav e the relief bu rd en sad ­ 
d led back onto their shou ld ers. A greater per­ 
centage of gov ernmental u nits were alread y 
broke inasmu ch as poor relief is concerned . 
The scaling d ownward of weekly salaries» is 
commend able althou gh it seems that the hou rly 
rate of pay shou ld hav e been cu t instead of the 
working hou rs per week. 
The rate shou ld be 
placed as low as possible in consistency with 
necessary liv ing cod itions so that the money ex ­ 
pend ed cou ld be stretched ou t ov er the greatest 
period of time possible. 
The ad ministration shou ld bend ev ery effort 


to ward co ntinuing the CWA pro g ram until the 
time that the majo rity o f the wo rkers can be ab­ 
so rbed into priv ate enterprises. 
The 
entire 
eco no mic reco v ery pro g ram is do o med to failure 
if this is no t acco mplished. 


UNJ UST CRITICISM 
Ty pographical errors are a bu gaboo to the re­ 
porter. He oftentimes sees a story , in which he 
has taken great prid e, garbled throu gh a mistake 
in the spelling of an important word , or throu gh 
the transposition of lines and letters. 
The av erage read er of a newspaper fails to u n-, 
d erstand why so many mistakes are mad e, and 
criticizes u nju stly for su ch errors, not realizing 
that ty pe is hand led by many persons before it 
goes to press. 
The fau lt of mistakes is not entirely d u e to 
ty pe setting, as errors of his own may not be 
cau ght as he hastily read s ov er what has been 
written, and ev en proof read ers ov erlook mis­ 
takes. 
Newspaper pu blishers, ed itors and reporters 
well know that errors leav e a bad impression of 
the article and of the newspaper, and there is 
no read er that realizes that any more than -the 
writer who read s his “masterpiece” and find s 
word s missspelled and sometimes mad e senseless 
by lu d icrou s errors. 
Ev ery effort is mad e in the pu blishing of a 
paper to eliminate errors bu t in the haste that 
mu st necessarily be a part of each ed ition, it is 
impossible to eliminate all of them. 
Read ers 
shou ld attem pt to be patient and u nd erstand ing 
in their ju d gment that is pronou nced on the mis­ 
takes that they find now and then.

General 
Farley , 
now 
qu ietly engaged at the presi­ 
dent’s order in reorganizing the 
Democrational National commit­ 
tee, today had before him a 
committee list showing abou t a 
score of members who hold eith­ 
er appointiv e or electiv e office or 
hav e been practicing law here. 
Qu ietly the Democratic chair­ 
man has been placing a figu ra­ 
tiv e pencil marks down the list, 
either approv ing or disapprov ­ 
ing all memberships. Eight v ac­ 
ancies now ex ist on the commit­ 
tee, some throu gh resignations. 
Other resignations are ex pected. 
Most of the committee mem­ 
bers holding pu blic 
office of 
cou rse are checked almost au to­ 
matically by Farley as far ou t­ 
side the limitations set by Mr. 
Roosev elt. 
Recently , 
howev er, 
the president spoke against the 
practice of committeemen hav ­ 
ing law offices here. 
It appeared probable today 
th at an entire 
official line-u p 
wou ld be named by Farley , show­ 
ing many of the names now on 
the committee 
bu t also many 
new ones. 
Farley himself 
has indicated 
that when he can be spared from 
the national committee he wou ld 
like to dev ote his entire time to 
his task of postmaster general. 
Long before the Roosev elt ex ­ 
pression of displeasu re came, O. 
Marx Gardner, committeeman 
from North 
Carolina, resigned 
and started the ball rolling. He 
told the president he felt he 
cou ld not retain his membership 
while 
condu cting 
law 
cases 
against the gov ernment here. 
The president wrote him a let­ 
ter, ex pressing regret and add­ 
ing: 
“I know 
the motiv ate 
which 
prompt y ou and the reasons y ou 
hav e for taking this action. It is 
good to hav e friends who are so 
actu ated by high principles.”
